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ANNUAL EMPLOYEE TALKS 


During the week of February 2nd, 
T. Gordon Young, Vice-President, 
Administration, discussed the 
"State of the Hospital' with over 
570 employees. This marked the 
tenth year of Employee Talks at 
Special Surgery -- a series of 
twelve sessions where employees 
can learn about the Hospital and 
express their concerns. 


HSS begins 1976 in good financial 
condition. But, due to the cur- 
rent economic climate in the 
health care field, we must plan to 
work even harder to find ways to 
increase our efficiency and lower 
our expenses. Efficiency measures 
began in 1975 with a Visitor Pass 
System, the Employee Photo Identi- 
fication System, and improvements 
in the Cafeteria. 


During 1975, Special Surgery spon- 
sored many worthwhile activities, 
the highlight of which was our 
Employee Handicrafts Fair. Em- 
ployees conceived of, planned, and 
executed the idea to raise money 
for a special Childrens' Fund. 
Hundreds of employees participated 
by donating their talents and time. 
Over $3,000. was raised -- a proud 
accomplishment. We had our best 
Blood Drive ever in 1975, with 295 
employees donating. Of course, 


the Sing-Along was a success, too! 


Mr. Young announced improvements 
in our employee health insurance 
plans. On February lst, the fol- 
lowing changes in our Major Medi- 
cal Plan became effective: 


* a $250,000 lifetime maximum bene- 
fit, increased from the former 
55070007 


a $50. deductible, instead of 
S100: 


Most important of all, 100% reim- 
bursement after $550. in covered 
out-of-pocket expenses. This 

means that however serious the ill- 
ness, it is unlikely that any 
covered employee will have to 

spend more than $550. for medical 
care. Deborah Fuller, Director of 
Personnel, plans to meet soon with 
groups of employees in each depart- 
ment, to answer questions about 

the new plan and distribute de- 
scriptive brochures. In addition, 
the Hospital anticipates improve- 
ments in our dental care plan 
auring +1976" 


Yes, 1976 will be a busy year. We 
are due for another inspection by 
the Joint Commission on Hospital 

Accreditation in August; the Phar-
